General Gravt hus pat Lis foot down and
deulared that he wiil uos perwit the Prestdency
to be a pair of stocks. s requirement for
the repeal of the ¢ vil tennre law is & reqire-
ment involving the restoration of the Kxecn-
tive oflive to 1ts forwwr fores and its former
freedom. His declaration for the Forty-first
Congress to meet h m st the threshio!d of his
admivistration is nothiog less than a bid for
& new allianos, and an anpouncsment of & new
depariure. IHis gquixotio, but perhaps sincers,
futentions for economy of administration
show au anlmus, if not a oapacity, to stop the
torrent of extravaganoe and corruption which
has flowed as vital sap through the party and
etimulated it to its mongtrous growth,

These three things mark at pressnt the little
gpring which i8 to widen into a mighty river
ol contentior, To be sure, the last, a desire
for sconomy, is only an aspiration, Bat Gene-
ral Grant is & very practical man, aud Lis as-
I;iral.lnm soon find opportunity for realization,

f he attempts, as he will, to realize this ons,
Lie will break, by having to break with his
party. Look, for instance: an exposure of the
revenue frauds snd their stoppage in New
York impoverishe and auntagonize Morgan,
Bailay, Shook, and all the rest of the ring of
whisky and Federsl and State officfals. Lven
a boatile or critioal attitnde towards the 1"aci-
flo Railroad riog lmpoverishes and antagonizes
Pomeroy, Drake, Cole, Corbett, Willisma,
Connesg, Thayer, Tipton, Ramsey, [ Don-
nelly, Gorham, Loan, Rice of Arkansas, and
Lslf s hupdred other leaders who oontrol the
party from west of the Mississippi ‘‘as far for
quantity'’ as the Pacific Ocean.

Even a decent respect for the opinion of
such mavkind as Tromball, Fessenden,
Fowler, Henderson, aud Grimes antagonizes
all the Butlers, Bivghams, Chandlers, For-

Franking Frauds.
Fryom the Chicago Repub {can,

The surprising developments which have
been wade since attention was called to an
individual case of fraud on the Post Oflive De-
partment, by the use of a stamp countsrfeit.
ipg the sigonature of a certain Uongressman,
indicate the stupevdous prostitution to which
the frauvking privilege has been sabjected.
Evidences go to show thal the forgeries are
pot confiped to any one vily, or even ouse
Stata, bat are in vogue in varions commersial
centres in varions portions of the Union, par-
tionlarly at the East. 1t is impossible, of
course, to estimate with precision the loases
which the postal revenuss have sustained
from this species of swindling, bat probably
§100,000 would be uuder rather than over a
due allowance. How long this sarreptitious
conveyance of mail matter has beeu going on
is not known; but the unblushing effrontery
which characterizes the orime, and the exten-
sive scale upon which it bas been committed,
snvor the idea that the practice is not of recent

ate.

The whole gulject dv serves a gearching and
ungparivg investigation at the hands of Con-
gress; and offenders, whenever discoverad,
shonld be brought to condign paunishment.
One of the first duties which Senate and
Houge owe both to themselves aud the conn-
try on reassembling is to appoint a spsocial
committee, several or joint, to ferret ont thesa
frands npon the department., There have not
beenj wanting persons who have more than
hiuted that the forgeries have been connived
at by corrupt post-office officials in some in-
stances, and in others by members of the Na-
tional Legislature. If there is any truth in
such allegations, the guilty parties should not
be permitted to escape; if there is noae, then
it is equally desirable that no unjust imputa-
tion shounld be allowed to taint the characters
of innocent persons. Amnother duty of Con-
gress, made plain and imperative by these
recent developments, is to place the franking
privilege under such restrictions that frands
will become impracticable. It iz just such
lesks in the revenues, external and internal,
that swell the volume of taxes to be laid.
Every dollar due to the Government, that is
not oollected, creates a defloit which must be

made up from the pocketa of the honest and
law-abi ¢lasses of the community, who
are most cfeaening of protection.

Congressional Jobs,
From the N. Y. Herald.

The Fortieth Congress has but two months
more existence, and looking at its past history
aud atthe vast budget of jobs before it and
those in prooess of incubation, we fear the
Tieasury snd the tax-payers will be made to
sweat bafore it expires. The railroad, tariff,
bondholders, bank, and unmerous other rings
are preparing for a graud onslanght upon Con-
gress and the Treasury. Since the war com-
wmenoed tens and hundreds of millions have
been appropristed and squandered in the most
reckless mauner. Even in the fourth year of

ace the expenditnres of the Government

ave been kept up to an ordinary war flgure.
Cobigress has been 80 accustomed to lavishly
appropriste vast snms for everything, that it
seems incapable of understanding the word
economy or of returniog to anyihing like the
economical expenditare of former times, In
faet, it has become utterly demoralized in the
matter of expenditure.

Withont reckonivg the interest on the pub-
lic debt, the sums sppropriated for the current
expenses of the Government amount to four
times what was expend-d nine years ago.
Does any one believe this is necessary! Do
we not all know that this is most reckless and
moustrons extravagance ! The rings and the
lobby, which sre bent upon thrusting their
hauds deep into the Treasury, kuow by expe-
riepce how demoralized Congress is, and will
make hay while the suu shines. We may
expect, therefore, at the heel of the sassion,
amidst the confusion of bnsiness, & rush of
bills for all sorts of jobs and under every con-
ceivab'e disguise. All the buncombe speaches
atont ecopomy amount to nothing, sod will
be used, probably, to deceive the people whils
mewbers and the rivgs are putting through
their plundering schemes,

There may be some few broad national pro-
jeots for which Government aid wmay be lent,
but it hould and can be done in such a way
as potto be a burden on the Treasury. 'I:h“
Pacifio Rallroad was one of them. Every citi-
2en 18 interested In the great work. The whols
conntry will be commonly benefited. Dat that
iz po reagon why the numerons other rallroad
gchemes now before Congress should be con-
structed by Government aid. Nor is there avy
reason why the Government should not ke

the moeet 8'riogent messures to have the aid
to the Pacific Railroad refunded.
great work may be mentloned, perhaps, as
justifylog similar aid under proper seourity
for repayment—that is,a telegraph lina to von-
veot Asin with America. bhe wvast and
rich trade of China and Asia geverally conld
be turned 1o and across this continent by that
means.  In faol, snoh telegraphic ocommuni-
eation 18 necersary as a complement to tha
Pacifioc Railroad snd onr steam navigation
poro8s the Pacific Ocean. The advantages to
this convtry and to every citizen o It wonld
be ipcaloulable, Besides these two great
works thers s hardly anythiog else to which
Corgreas ghould lend its ail in the present
ptate of the finanoes aud of the country. The
pumerons bills for raflrosds and other loocal
jobs ought to be unceremonivasly kicksd out.
Ketreuchment and sconomy in every dupart-
ment of goverument shonld be demanded, and
the current expenses ought to bs out down
fully one half before the Fortieth Congress
expires. Shonld Congress be disposed to
sontinne its reckless extravaganos, and rush
jobs throngh which are before it at tha hael
of the gession, Mr, Johnson conld not end his
Presidential term with more glory than to put
Lis foot down on such legisiation. Knowing
that General Grant ia for reform, the rings
will make extraordinary efforts thia session,
and therefore it behooves the present Hxeca-
tive to watch and frustrate their schemes as
far as he has the power. It is to ba hoped
therea may be a better state of things under the
new admiuistration and new Congress.

General Grant and His Relations to the
Civil Service.
From the N. Y. Times,

The bolidays are over and the Government
machine at Washington resumes its work.
Congress reassembles to day; the olerks
of the varions departments will again ba at
their desks; and, what is more important than
all, General Grant has returned to the oapital.
For, although he holds no offiuial position but
that of an officer in the army, and has nothing
whatever to do with any branch of the civil
admipistration, no one can fail to see that he
is regarded by the couutry as the central
figunie of the whole nation—as the pivot on
which the Government will tarn for a long
time to come.

There is in the conutry a widespresd feeling
of apprehension avd alarm.  Kaoh gection has,
of course, its own special reasons for misgiving
and fear. Buat above and beyond these looal
and gpecial apprehensions, there i3 a gensral
impressgion that our public allairs are, on the
whole, in & bad way—and that none but very
vigorous and resolute measures will pat them
right. We bave an enormons debt, and the
steps taken to lighten the burdens which it
imposes are feebls and ioadequate. The col-
lection of the wvast revenunes of the nation is
fittul, partial, aud tainted with corruption.
Public service has ¢come to be almost synony-
mong with public fraud, The idus of secking
or filling oflice for the honor it confers or the
reputation to ve wou by an able and upright
performance of its daties, has alnoast died out
of the public wind.

Office is songht now as & means of wealth—
for the opportuuities it affords for pablic
plunder; and the number of men seeking it
with such views, and by such means as are
required, i3 incresasing year by year with
frightfal rapidity. Tue carse which cripples
Spein in ber efforta at progress, and which is
at opce the attendant and precarsor of a oor-
ropt and decaying State, threatena ourjyoung
and vigorouns nation. In spite of our energy
and of the boundless fleld for private effort
open to all, we are becoming a nation of poli-
ticiavs. An enormons army of office-seskers
—ipcreasing in numbers and in audacity—ia
growing up among us, dependent on getting
sud keeping the offices through which the
administration of the Government {4 oarried on.

Aud everywhere we find a new development
of the “Ring’’ power—the power by which the
few, acting in close combination, enlistiog
support by the use of money, of position, of
patropage, and every form of public and pri-
vate influence, virtually control the action of
the varions departments of the Government
and compel obedience to their behests. In
every branch of effort depending on the action
of the Government, and receiving from it,
directly or indirectly, large sums of monsy,
these *‘rings' are found to be the real au-
thority. In the Indian Department, in rail-
road grants, steamchip subsidies, the collac~
tion of the whisky or the tobacco tax, in the
tarifl regulations—in short, in every form and
phase of public action, these small, compact,
systematic organizations are fouud at the
sources alike of the legislative and exeoutive
power, shaping aud controlling their action,
sud constituting the real, elfective government
of the conntry.

The disastrous effect of such & state of things
is felt everywhere—not only in its immediate
losees to the public treasury, but in lowering
the tone of Fnbllu morals and in degrading
and demoralizing the public service. It tends
1o make office-holding the least respeoctable of
all pesitions, whereas it ought 1o be the most
honorable,

Whether with or without reason, the conntry
looks to General liraut to remedy this state of
thinge. His integrity of purpose, his single-
minded regard for the public honor and wel-
fare, and his complete and wuigue disinter-
estedness inepire a genersl confidence in his
desire to correct the evil, while the nnex-
ampled hold be has on the public confidencs,
aud the readiness of all clasees and all par.
ties to appland and uplold him in every
effort he may make for the accomplishwment
of that end, give him advantages for under-
taking it which no other Precident for many
years bas enjoyed,

The whole conntry expects to see General
Grant enter, at his seoession, upon a bold,
resolute, and determived crusade against the
coriuptions and sbuses of the Government;
and the bolder and mwore resolute he makes it,
the more complotely will be be sustained.

DBat he ought not to be hampdrad or fet.
tered at the ontset in the measures he may
deem essential to the work. 7The Tenure-of-
Office bill—just as it ia in some of its princi-
plee—ought not to stand in Lis way, It up-
questionably deprives him of the power he
peeds for the reforms which the country
requires. HVrl‘{ deparioment of the public
servive is fllled by men incompetent for their
duties or dishonest in their periormance, But
be cannot get rid of one of them withont the
previous assent and concurrence of the Senate.
There is no reasson whatever why this atate
of things sbould eontinne, nor is there any
good resson why the Benate should desire to
retain this power in its hands, Under the
Constitution, the Senate has a large aod im-
portant share in the Executive power of ap-
pointment. Now that we have a President in
political sccord with the Senate, that body
ought to be content with the power it eujoys
under the fundamentsal law of the land.

The Tenure-of-Office bill onght to be re-
pealed. General Grant should be left entirely
free to nudertake and exeoute snoh reforms
in the civil gervice as ita mecessities require.
If Congress pees the wisdom of making good

| behavior the nole tenurs of office, let it adopt
Jenokes' Civil Service bill. But until soms
peneral provisions of this sort are adopted,
Geperal Grant shoald have the fall power ovar
appointwents and remsvals which the Consti-
tution gives him.

“lot Us Have Peace”

A qoodl; number of the leading "Consarva-
tives" of Virginia have been holding a con-
forence at Rickmond, and have concladed that
they will make no farther opposition (o fm-
partial suffrage, if oouaplad with anivardal
awnesty, When we state that Jola B, Bald-
win of Angusta, the Hon, A. H. H. Btaart
(Mr. Fillmore's Seorctary of the Iaterior),
Thomas 8. Flouruoy (who was the “‘Amari-
can'' oandidate for tiovernor agaiust Henry
A, Wise), Wyndbam HRoberwson, Kiq.,
George W. Bolling, Guoeral Jolin HKohols
Jamea F. Johngon, and Frank G. Rafin are
smong those who pasticipated in thia confer-
ence aud comour ia s conclusions, we say
enongh to convives lutelligent mou that the
better, aud we think the inore numarous, por-
tion of the late Rubela are representad tharain.
A committes of niune, chosen in good part
from those pamed above, was appolated to
visit Washington, and solicit action in ac-
cordance with these views.

We profoundly trust that s Lhearty weloome
will be extended Lo this deputation by the
Republiosns in Congress. It may be that the
plan which they submit will require modiflua-
tions; and we nrge that those wuo may ses fic
to demur to it shall also be accorded a patient
hearing. We only insist now, a8 we have so
often insisted already, that the bearsrs of an
olive bLranch are always to be received with
oourtegy and heard with an earnest desire to
find their proposals admissible. So munch is
but the simplest dictate of that faith which
blesges peace-makers and aflirms the eassntial
brotherkood of the human racé. Somuch, we
cannot doubt, will be freely accorded.

DBut onr wishes and hopes taks a wider
range. We ardently desire to ses ths waole
American people once more united in aspirs-
tion and affection. We have had a tremen-
doue, bloody, desolating civil war,
covered the whole land with viotims and
mourners, We would most gladly have
averted that war at any saoritioa bat that of
boman liberty. But slavery said, “Divids
with me the Federal Territories, or I will
divide the country against you.'" The Re-
public nobly answered, 1 will not divide
with you the Territories, aud you shall not
divide the oonnptry.” On the issue thus
made up slavery made war, which ths Reoub
lic accepted, and 1ought itout Lo the end, as
it was in duty bound to do.

Siavery and Rebellion are dead. The integ-
rity and paramonnt authority of the Uuion
are established bayond cavil The very last
throe of the Rebel spirit was the effort to con-
sign the blavks to perpetual vassslage as a
legally inferior, poweiless race. This we have
resistud and defeated. Tos present action of
the Virginia Convention is & natural couse-
guence of Geperal Graot's elsotion.

Iv will be said that the epfranchisement of
the blacks is secured, no thanks to the con-
servatives, and that they propose to make
terms when they have no conrse left opsn
gave submission. DBut thsat iz a false conclu-
sion, founded on a sup-riicial view of the ouse.
It is probably true that we can carry sulliags
for the blacks of Virginia over the heads of
the conservaiives. But what is won by a party
victory may subzequently be lost by & party
defeat; wherras impartial snifeage, onos estab.
lished by agreement betwesn parties hithario
at variance, i placsd under the moral goar-
antee of their muatnal good taith. Sappose the
enfravchisement of the blavks of Virginia car-
ried through the dis‘ranchisement of & portion
of the leading copservatives; every year will
gee a portion of those conservatives pass olf
the stage, while their sons rise up to taks
their places—sons fully imbued with their
passions, embittered by years of proscription,
yet not themselves zubj=ct to that proscrip-
tion; who can fail to ges that our defeat and
prostration is merely a qnestion of time, and
uot of long time either?

Virginia has to day a population of abount
one million of whites to balf a million blacks.
Iu 1500 she will probably have three millions
of whites to less than one million blacks. He
who would expose the latter to the reproach
of haviog kept the ablest and most intelligent
tenth of the whites diafranchised, or even
merely ineligible to office, so long as they
could, may be a zealous frisnd of the blacks,
but Le surely is not a considerate, disoreet one.

Of those who teok part in the Rebellion, &
very large share “went with their Siwate,"’ be-
cause they deemed it ohivalrons and fraternal
to do so, without at all coneurring in the
necessity or the wisdom of secession. They
went into the war as they would have esponsad
a brother’s quarrel, without considering the
justice of his canse so long as his life was in
dapnger. Nearly all thess, with thousands of
original and repentant secessionists, now echo
General Grant's aspiration, *‘Let us have
peace.”” They have had strife and destruc-
tion to their hearts’ content. They want to
at? fruitlegs wrangling with their neighbora
and cavilling at the sots of their Government,
and return to building, planting, clearing
lands, and starting mills and factories. They
gee as olearly as we do that antagonism batwesn
the white and black races in their States is
ruin to both, and they mean to have an end
of it forthwith. It will bs a blunder as well
as a crime on our part if their new access of
tapity i8 not generonsly responded to.

We hope to see a Constitutional smendment
framed and adopted which will couple uni-
versal ammnesty with impartial suifrage, snd
muke them & part of onr fundamental lsw.
O conrse, the Hepublicans of West Virginia,
Miggouri, and Tennessee will not like to be
voted down in their respeotive States, or in
portions thereof, by the now disiranchised
Rebels; but no more will the now dominsant
Kebels of Maryland, Kentucky, and Delaware
religh the enfranchisement of their black
neighbors. No comprehensive settlement of
8 preat contreversy ever did or ever can help
exoitivg some looal grievances, real or
imagivary, as in this ocase. Statesmen will
disregard selfish and short-sighted clamor in
the vontemplation of general, snduring re-
sults.

“Agree with thine adversary qnickly,
while thou art in the way with him," is a
mokt wise injanction. Where no vital
priveiple, no diotate of honor or daty, is in-
volved, he who conoedes most to secare an
adjustment will do better than though he
higgled and stickled for the ntmost that conld
possibly be exaoted. Friends in aathority at
Washington ! if it be safely possible, '‘let us
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bave peace !
